Following the discovery of. Christine Ann 
Mitchell’s body May 12 in Summit Park in Rancho 
Cucamonga, the body of her landlord, Luis Victor 
Ruiz, 41, was found murdered on Wild Wash Road, 
V> mile west of Interstate 15. 

His body was discovered May 14 at 9:30 a.m. 
The body, which was fully clothed, had begun 
deterioration because of the great heat in that 
area of California, says Jim Bryant, public informa¬ 
tion officer of the sheriff’s department in San 
Bernardino, investigators in both cases. 

Bryant says the discovery of Ruiz’ body may 
have no connection with the Mitchell case. “We 
have no knowledge that they are connected,’’ he 
reports.

Tobacco tax 
gains momentum 

The Secretary of State confirmed 
recently the Tobacco Tax Initiative has 
qualified for the Nov. 8, 1988, ballot. 
Valid signatures of registered voters 
equating 738,923 were verified by the 
Secretary of State from the 1,125,000 sub¬ 
mitted. 

The number of valid signatures will 
increase as the nine counties which have 
not reported send their count to the 
Secretary of State over the next few 
days. 

The measure would raise the Califor¬ 
nia tax on cigarettes by 25 cents a pack. 
Only smokers would pay this tax and it is 
prc^iected to raise $650 million annually 
for tobaacco-reiated education and 
research and health care for those unable 
to pay. 

The big selling point,” Or. James 
Nethery, D.D.S., Chairman of the Coali¬ 
tion for a Healthy California, sponsors 
of the Tobacco Tax Initiative, “is that the 
tax will pay for anti-tobacco education 
in the schools and the 25 cent tax itself 
will discourage 10s of thousands of 
young people from beginning to use tobacco 
products. 

“Even smokers favor teaching the kids 
not to smoke,” continued Dr. Nethery. 
Californians also favor, by an overwhelming 
margin, using increased tobacco taxes to 
pay for a partial solution to the state’s 
health care crisis. It is estimated that $292 
million of tax revenues will go back to 
smokers and others who cannot now afford 
health care. 

The Coalition for a Healthy California 
is sponsored by the American Lung 
Association, American Cancer Society, 
the California Medical Association, the 
California Association of Hospitals and 
Health Systems, Campaign California and 
: the Planning and Conservation League 
; plus dozens of professional, educational, 

' environmental and volunteer based health 
organizations. 

The tobacco companies have stated 
their intention to spend up to $10 million 
to defeat the measure, but Coalition 
leaders expect the figure to reach $16 
I million before the campaign is over. 

“The tobacco companies will ignore 
> the health issues,” according to Jack 
• Nichoil, Campaign Director, “and they 
won’t mention the recent Surgeon 
General’s report, Nicotine Addiction. 
Instead, they will focus on issues like 
cigarette bootlegging and the unfair¬ 
ness of the tax to low-income groups.” 

Nichoil said that the heavy spending 
by the tobacco companies will work 
against them, and create a backlash by 
voters who do not trust the tobacco 
industry to tell the truth.

Tips. Tales ili. Tantalizers 


Inventors have been around for years, 
and as long ago as 1714, they were in¬ 
venting gadgets to make our lives easier. 

One such inventor, Henry Mill, should never 
be forgotten. He invented a gadget “where¬ 
by all writings whatsoever may be engrossed 
on paper or parchment so neat and exact 
as not to be distinguished from print.” Queen 
Anne graciously granted him a patent for his 
gadget, which was just the beginning of our 
modernly efficient gadget — the typewriter. 

However, the first American patent for a 
reasonable facsimilie was granted in 1829 to 
William Austin Burt. Then four years later 
a Frenchman, Xavier Projean, invented the 
“Criptographique.” Modifications on the type¬ 
writer kept cropping up all over the country. 

But real credit must go to Christopher Sholes. 


Sholes’ typewriter was much the same as 
our present typewriter. Each character was set 
on the end or a bar, and each time a key 
was pressed, the character was imprinted on 
paper. However, there was one major problem. 
The keys were arranged alphabetically, and 
when the typist typed fast, the bars that were 
close together on the keyboard became en¬ 
tangled. 

Sholes took the letters that were most 
often used in English, and positioned them as 
far away from each other as possible. He named 
the new keyboard the “Qwerty” keyboard, 
which is the keyboard we still use today. W hy 
the Qwerty? Look at the top si\ letters on the 
left side of a typewriter. Yep! They s|vll 
“Qwerty!”

McRea said, “MWD might see us as a good 
prospect because of our highest elevation, direct 
connection to the feeder (on Grandview); they can 
store A'ater; and if we don’t increase water usages, 
we’ll always have 100 to 200 acre feet of water 
. . . Perhaps we could continue to sell water to 
Arcadia and other cities. Arcadia has a higher 
water need than their supply. They buy from us and 
deplete their reserves ... We are obligated by law 
to have backup water.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow, Councilmem- 
bers Andrew Roy Buchan, Lisa Fowler and George 
Maurer agreed that we don’t want to change the 
fine quality of Sierra Madre’s water.

Water system update 




Sierra Madrc is blessed in many ways. One of 

I hem is our water, reputed to be among the world’s 
best. 

But, like all good things in life, TlX' is needed 
lo keep it that way. 

Our water system relies on water from the San 
(labriel Mountains behind us, flowing down Little 
and Big Santa Anita Canyons. We eapture our ad¬ 
judicated share of this water and spread it in 
10 settling basins, which percolate it into wells front 
which we pump our supply. 

Supplementing this are two water tunnels, 
drilled into the mountainside at the foot of the dam 
above the canyon. These have provided as tmteh as 
a third ol our supply. It was so pure it had no need 
ol percolation and could be shunted directly to our 
resevoirs, at considerable saving in cost. 

All ot this, unfortunately, was placed in jeopardy 
through inaction by past councils. 

The spreading basins had silled over lo the point 
where their ability to percolate the water was dras¬ 
tically diminished. Portions of the tunnels had 
actually eollap.sed and the shoring that remained was 
in a stale ot advance decay. Debris contaminated 
the water.

Fortunately a recently re-awakened council 
took action which rehabilitated both the spreading 
basins and the tunnels. 

The Stale Health Dept, had condemned the 
water from the tunnels, but rehabilitation brought 
abrnil a reversal and the water now is once again con¬ 
sidered potable. 

Still remaining were the water distribution lines— 
the pipes under our streets which carry the 
supply to our homes. 

Some dated back lo 1919; others lo the ’20s 
and ’30s. 

From 1971 lo 1983, 227 leaks had occurred in 
various streets, according to a consulting engineer’s 
report. The list encompassed 53 streets and former 
Councilman Sam Simpson, who spearheaded the 
rehabilitation program, listed 69 streets in need of 
work in his independent survey. 

The admitted practice of the past was, “If 
it leaks, patch it.” Patches had been applied lo 
patches. 

In addition, many of the lines were under¬ 
sized and even newer mains tieeded lo be mortar 
lined lo increase their lifetime (lo 75 years). Both 
earthquake and fire safely had lo be addressed. 

A water main rehabilitation program has been 
initialed lo update these antiquated lines, in four 
phases. 

Phase I, costing close to half a million dollars, 
is now complete. It included portions of l.aurcl, 
Alegria, SlurtevanI, Mariposa, Auburn and Cirand- 
view. 

Phase II is also completed, including sections of 
Vista Circle Drive, Alla Vista, Oakdale, SlurtevanI, 
Foothill, Brooksidc and Orange Grove. 

Phase III is still in the planning and will in¬ 
clude another half dozen or so of the 40 lo 50 
streets remaining on the work-needed list. 

The city has applied for stale funding for 
Phase IV. 

It is hoped that the council will continue the 
long-overdue program. 

The water department has the funds for Phase 
III and both stale and federal grants are available 
beyond that. 

All of our city facilities — whether the Rec¬ 
reation Center, the City Hall. Police and Fire 
Facility, parks, streets or water systems — need 
continued maintenance, upkeep and rehabilitation. 
The alternative is deterioration, decay and eventual 
destruction. 

The crucial laclor is the dedication of 
our city fathers. The problems won’t just go away. 
What is needed is constant at tern ion and ^aret^l 
budgeting with an eye lo the future, as' wefl as 
today.
